'The  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Council  of  the  Borough  of  Eye. 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  tile  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1952. 

The  year  under  review  has  been  very  healthy, 
remarhably  few  Infectious  Disease_s  being  notified.  The 
outbreah  of  measles  was  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year. 

It  should  be  noted  also  that  the  oases  of  puerperal  pyrexia 
notified  occurred  in  the  hospital  and  were  not  necessarily 
inhabitants  of  the  Boro-ugh.  The  number  of  cases  of 
tuberculosis  remain  fairly  stationary. 

The  birth  rate  and  death  rate  considered  along 
with  the  comparability  fac'^or  compare  favourably  with  thoso 
of  England  and  Wales. 

During  the  year  I have  received  valuable  support 
and  assistance  from  members  of  my  department  and  v/ish  to 
record  onOvmore  my  appreciation  and  thanks.

HOUSI NG. 


The  Council's  Housing  Programme  has  proceeded 
according  to  plan,  and  proposals  for  further  building 
have  been  formulated*  Procedure  for  the  purchase  of 
the  neccssaip/’-  land  has  bo^n  put  in  operation.  The 
Council  completed  the  building  of  16  houses  during 
the  year. 

It  is  the  Council’s  policy  to  encourage 
private  building  v/here  ever  possible,  and  3 new  houses 
were  built  by  private  enterarise  during  the  year. 

REPAIRS  UNDER  TR.  HOUSING  & PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACTS. 


No  statutory  action  was  found  necessary  in 
order  to  effect  repairs  during  the  year,  all  repairs 
required  being  carried  out  by  the  ownervS  of  properties 
as  a result  of  informal  action.

All  properties  along  the  line  of  the  sower 
have  now  boon  connected  with  the  e:>^coption  of  one.  I 
understand  that  this  will  bo  connected  in  the  near 
future . 


REFUSE  COLLECTION . 

During  the  year  a change  was  made  in  the 
in  the  transport  arrangements  for  refuse  collection. 

The  horse  failed,  and  it  was  decided  to  turn  over  to 
motor  transport.  A throe  v/hoelcd  MOTO-CART  chassis 
was  purchased,  and  the  body  of  thj  horse  drawn  vehicle 
was  cleverly  adapted  to  fit  this  chassis.  The  change 
to  motor  transport  has  speeded  up  the  refuse  collection 
sei'^ice  and  made  labour  available  for  other  purposes. 
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IKAT  INSPIX’TiON. 


Since  my  last  annual  report  the  transport  of  moat 
from  the  central  source  has  been  much  improved,  and  no 
complaints  have  been  received  regarding  this.  The 
carcases  are,  as  far  as  over  possible,  hung  in  the 
vehicles  for  transport. 

A small  quantity  of  beef  v/as  condemned  due  to 
bruising  and  also  some  canned  food  was  condemned  mainly 
owing  to  damaged  cans. 

IvULK. 

The  distribution  of  milk  in  the  Borough' is 
practically  all  in  bottles  as  received  from  the  Milk 
Depot.  No  complaint  has  boon  received  cither  of  quality 
or  the  method  of  distribution. 


SDVERAGB. 

Conditions  at  the  sewerage  farm  are  far  from 
satisfactory  and  considt  rable  flooding  has  taken  place. 
The  formation  of  the  irrigation  areas  is  such  that 
ponding  takes  place,  the  slope  of  the  beds  in  an  Easterly 
direction  being  ei<cessive.  Banking  has  been  tried  out 
with  partial  success,  but  sev/age  has  burst  through  and 
found  its  v;ay  to  ditches  and  the  River  Dove.  Under 
present  conditions  it  is  practically  impossible  to 
guarantee  that  pollution  of  the  River  Dove  will  not  take 
place.  Every  endeavour  is  made  to  avoid  this,  but  in 
my  opinion  the  only  remedy  is  the  construction  of  the 
percolating  filter  already  proposed,  and  I would  suggest 
that  this  matter  be  e^^pedited  to  the  utmost. 

WATER. 


Routine  sampling  has  been  carried  and  the  analyst’s 
reports  state  that  the  water  is  highly  satisfactory.  iso 
e:xtonsions  of  the  m.ains  have  been  carried  out. 

Hartismere  R.D.C,  continue  to  purchase  water  in 
bulk  from  the  mains  near  the  Borough  boundary  at  Oak 
Lav/n.  The  amount  supplied  during  the  year  was  2,651,000 
gallons .
